Negotiations with the State
of California to protect the
County’s rights in State ac-
quired beach lands now opera-
ted by the County were ordered
Tyesday by Supervisor Burton
W. Chace.

Chace pointed out to the
Board of Supervisors that the
present master lease between
the County and the State of
California on the beach lands
“does .not fully protect the in-
terests of the taxpayers of the
County of Los.Angeles.”

According to Chace, under the
terms of the present lease, the
State may cancel the lease
merely by giving one year's no-
tice in writing, and further,
does not have to reimburse the
County for any capital improve- |
ments made upon the beach
areas.,

sizable part of the County's
beach areas were acquired by
the State and are being opera-
ted, developed, and maintained
by the County. He said that he
felt for the protection of -the
County’s interests, the lease
should be amended so that it
colild only be canceled by mu-
tual agreement of the County
and the State.
